‘00 big for a child’s toy, too small for a World’s 

Fair theme building, the big iron ball stranded on 
a bleak Dutch coast above looks like the vicious sea 
monster it is. Such a mine is 1,400 Ib. of sudden 
death which, in its normal habitat under the surface 
of the sea, lies ready to blow in the sides of any ship 
which brushes against one of its detonating snouts. 
Last week the mine suddenly loomed up as No. 1 
weapon of the battle of economic strangulation into 
which Europe’s war has settled down. Along the 
cast coast of England, in the supposedly mine-free 
channel followed by merchant ships, the cold North 
Sea grew loud with its explosions and littered with 
the wreckage of its victims. 

In Great Britain there was much excited talk 
about “magnetic mines” and “parachute mines,” 
much speculation as to whether Adolf Hitler had 
unleashed the “terrible new weapon” that he has 
been blustering about. But whatever the mechanics 
of the mines (see pp. 24-25), there was no doubt 
about their damage. In the eleven weeks of the 
war up to Nov. 18, there were sunk 113 Allied and 
neutral ships totaling 485,826 tons, for an aver- 
age of 44,166 tons per week. Sunk in the week of 
Noy. 18-25 were 27 Allied and neutral ships totaling 
78,598 tons—all but nine of them by mines. Dead 
or missing: 228. German losses of the week were 
three freighters, one sunk by shellfire, two scuttled 


by their crews to avoid capture by British warships. 

For protection of neutral ships, an international 
convention drawn up at The Hague in 1907 pre- 
scribes that mines must be anchored and public 
notice be given of their locations. Mines are sup- 
posed to be so constructed that if they break loose 
from their moorings they will, by an automatic 
safety device, become harmless within an hour. 
Free-floating mines, customarily dropped by a war- 
ship flceing from an enemy pursuer, are permissible 
only if they meet this requirement. Last week Brit-

ish statesmen and press, who display in wartime the 
same propensity for crying “Foul!” that the English 
heavyweight, “Phainting Phil” Scott, used to show 
in the prize-ring, at once accused the Germans of 
violating these conventions. German spokesmen at 
first denied that the floaters were theirs. Later they 
switched to asserting that the presence of British 
warships in the shipping channel nullified its neu- 
trality. As scores of German mines were washed up 
on North Sea shores—some painted with taunts to 
Chamberlain and Churchill (left)—it became clear 
that the Germans were resorting to desperate coun- 
ter-blockade measures against the tightening stran- 
glehold of the vastly superior British Navy. 

How seriously the British took the new Nazi threat 
to their vital shipping appeared, Nov. 21, in an 
announcement by Prime Minister Chamberlain that 
Britain, to its current seizure of goods bound for Ger- 
many, would shortly add seizure of German exports 
bound for overseas markets, even though carried on 
neutral ships. Object of this highjacking: to bank- 
rupt Germany. This measure, which Britain justi- 
fied by “law of reprisal,” was promptly protested as 
internationally illegal not only in Germany but also 
in Holland, Belgium, Norway, Sweden, Italy and Ja- 
pan. The hapless neutrals, already hard hit by mine 
losses and blockade, now faced the loss of their Ger- 
man carrying trade, their needed German imports.

HAVE GERMANS PERFECTED 
DEADLIER MINE DEVICE? 
EXPERTS WAIT FOR PROOF 


“J looked around,” said an unnamed resident of 

England’s Essex coast last week, “and was amazed 
to see triple-engined flying boat less than 100 ft. 
above the water and not a quarter-mile from shore. 
‘The machine passed in front of me and by the dim 
light in her cabin I could see the figures of men mov- 
ing about. Then in the moonlight I saw something 
drop from the machine and splash into the water.” 

Such was the first, implausible eye-witness report 
of something new in warfare: the dropping of mines 
from airplanes. Britain was agog with talk of it. 
Some purported witnesses said that the mines were 
dropped by parachutes which seemed to dissolve as 
they hit the water and the mines sank. Others said 
the planes were dropping floating “bubble” mines. 
Mines have been dropped from planes experimental- 
ly. But experts point out that the weight of mines 
makes it impossible for a plane to carry enough of 
them to do much harm. The chief value of using 
planes would be psychological, to confuse and de- 
moralize enemy shippers. On Nov. 24 the British 
Admiralty solemnly confirmed the plane report. 
Furthermore, they announced that on Nov. 23 mines 
planted by German planes and submarines in the 
‘Thames estuary had forced the temporary closing 
of the great Port of London (see map at far right). 

Other scare story of the week was the report that 
the Germans were using “magnetic mines.” Credu- 
lous hearers assumed this to mean a mine which 
would lic on the bottom, safe from sweepers, until a 
steel ship passed over it, when it would pop up by 
magnetic force and explode against the ship’s side. 
Expertsunanimously pooh-poohed this idea. The well- 
known “magnetic mine,” they explained, does not 
pop up. It is planted on the bottom and is detonated 
by a magnetic disturbance set up by a passing ship's 
hull, But since water is a poor conductor, such mines 
are useful only in very shallow waters. Americans 
during the World War developed a device, shown at 
left in drawing below, to extend a mine’s range by 
means of antennae which when touched by a ship 
create an electrical current which detonates the mine. 

‘The possibility remained that the Germans had 
perfected some new and deadlier mine device. But 
until a sample should be produced and analyzed, in- 
formed observers proceeded on the as 
the mines creating havoc in the North Sea were of 
known varieties, Common use of mines, and defen:

Europe gets back to “‘business as usual”; the law catches up with Willie Bioff 


“They lift the hand to strike, they wing the instru- 
ment of death, but a mysterious power averts the 
stroke or blunts the edge, or deadens the blow. Are 
they in earnest, or are they playing at war, or dream- 
ing that they strike, and still strike not? It sounds 
more like a dangerous game than a sad reality 

‘These words appeared in the New York Times 
last week but it was not the Times speaking of 
this war, It was the London Times of April 27, 
1861, commenting on the first weeks of the Ameri- 
can Civil War. The lull of that time, as the New 
York Times pointed out, was a prelude to Bull Run, 
Antietam, Gettysburg and many another bloody 
battle. 

In this war the lull was twelve weeks old, There 
was plenty of action at sea (see p. 21) but on land 
the great German attack did not materialize (see 
col, 2) and with winter coming on, it looked as if 
there would be no attack before spring. Paris talked 
of a Christmas truce, with maybe a week's respite 
from creeping around in the dark, Behind the fronts, 
the nations are digging in economically for a long 
war, Germany has its people on a diet which is 
unappetizing and none too nourishing but which 
does not depend on any substantial food imports 
‘The Allies are restoring “business as usual,” with 
private telephone service for businessmen resumed 
between Paris and London, mails proceeding on 
time and private shares gaining on the stock ex- 
changes. The warring nations are pi 
a terrific rate but by putting their unemploy 
under arms they have got their economies runni 
full blast. Some pessimists felt that this state of 
affairs might go on for years, lending support to 
Mussolini’s view that “war is the normal state of 
the people.” 


Hitler's Ex-Friends. Two sadder but wiser men who 
once thought they could control Adolf Hitler turned 
up in the week’s headlines. One was Fritz Thyssen, 
formerly the rich and powerful boss of the German 
steel trust. Thyssen it was who persuaded German 
Big Business to support Hitler as a bulwark against 
communism. For a while the world press even enter- 
tained the fancy that Hitler was a tool of Thyssen. 
Last week it was reported that Germany had confis- 
cated all Herr ‘Thyssen’s 
properties because he re- 
fused to return from exile 
in Switzerland. Germany 
said the report was un- 
true. At Locarno, Thys- 
sen explained that he had 
fled because he had op- 
posed the war and that he 
did not return because he 
valued his life. 

Hitler's other past friend 
and present archenemy is 
Otto Strasser, now in Paris. Strasser was one of the 
Nazi inner circle in the early days, and stayed with 
the Party until 1934 when his brother Gregor was 

iquidated” in the Blood Purge. Now he heads an 
anti-Nazi Black Front and fancies himself leader of 
the “Fourth Reich.” Last week Heinrich Himmler, 
Gestapo chief, accused Strasser and the British 
Seeret Service of jointly plotting the bomb attempt 
on Hitler's life at Munich (see p. 30). The bomb was 
actually placed, Himmler said, by one Georg Elser, 
a German, but Paris reports said that Elser had been 
in a concentration camp at the time of the bombing 
and had been released afterwards merely to be 
rearrested on the bomb charge. All this fitted in 
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with the British suspicion 
that the Nazis planted the 
bomb to stir up more Ger- 
man hate of England, that 
they will now convict El- 
ser and make Strasser out 
In

ian, boasted that 
“one day Hitler will dis- 
appear and then it will 
probably be our work.”

Why No Attack? French General Headquarters said 
the German Army High Command had ordered an 
attack on Nov. 14 on the whole Western front, 
including a frontal assault on the Maginot Line and 
flanking thrusts through The Netherlands and Swit- 
zerland. At the last minute the orders had been re- 
voked. Paris-Soir said that the plan was spoiled 
by disagreement among Hitler's advisers. Von Rib- 
bentrop wanted to attack the Maginot Li 
mander in Chief von Brauchitsch wanted to attack 
through The Netherlands, Goring wanted to sit 
tight, and Hitler couldn't decide. From Amsterdam, 
the New York Herald Tribune's N 
spondent, Beach Conger, reported that General von 
Brauchitsch was sulking in his camp and had offered 
his resignation.

End of Smiling. China’s Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek was grinning when this picture was taken last

Last 
week, General Chiang was 
grinning no longer. The 
Japanese had landed an 
army in the southwest cor- 
ner of China, pushed rap- 
idly inland and entered 
Nanning. This put them 
within striking distance of 
Chiang’s lifeline to the 
south, the road from 
Chungking, the Chinese capital, through Yunnan to 
Burma. If this road is cut, China will have no source 
of foreign supply except Russia, and the continued 
existence of a Chinese government may well depend 
‘on Chiang’s bowing to the dictates of Stalin. Last 
ck, it was just another worry to Chiang when his 
Government gave him another title, that of Premier, 
previously held by his brother-in-law, H. H. Kung.

On Friday, Los Angeles police took in tow an 
unsavory character named Willie Bioff, head nego- 
tiator for the International Alliance of ‘Theatrical 
Stage Employes (Stagchands’ Union), Mr. Bioff 
controls stagehands, grips, projectionists and the 
like not only in Hollywood but in theaters all over 
the U.S, Last summer Bioff’s union tried to move 
in on the Sereen Actors Guild and Equity, but was 
rebuffed. In Hollywood Bioff once accepted a 
$100,000 loan from a movie producer, leading to the 
suspicion that someone had tried to buy off Bioff. 
If so, it seemed that the attempt failed. Last week 
Bioff was threatening a strike throughout the mo- 
tion-picture industry for a 10% pay increase for 
28,000 studio technicians, when his past caught up 
with him. Columnist Westbrook Pegler dug up the 
fact that in 1922, in Chicago, Bioff was charged with 
operating a house of prostitution, convicted of pan- 
dering and sentenced to six months in jail. For 
reasons unexplained he had served no more than 
4 days. Pegler’s scoop did not prevent the stage- 
hands from winning their demands but it was 
quickly followed by Bioff’s arrest on the old 
dering charge.

RAILROADS PAINT UP 


Freight boom rushes repair of rolling stock 


ast spring the railroad executives of the U. S. got together, estimated that a 
25% rise in freight-car loadings was in prospect and decided to get their 
equipment into shape to handle the increase. ‘They did not want a war crisis 
to catch them unprepared, give government-ownership proponents a chance 
to say that the railroads under private management were not able to do their 
job. The rehabilitation program proceeded in good order, pointing toward 
the upturn in carloadings which usually begins in autumn, 

But before summer ended, war came. Carloadings, which had been steadily 
improving, suddenly lurched forward. September carloadings 
precedented 25% over August. By Oct. 21, carloadings were 28% over the 
previous four months’ average, the most precipitous rise in all railroad his- 
tory. By October's end, carloadings were up 45% over early summer. 

In the railroad shops of the country there is a frantic rush to rip apart, 
rebuild and patch up old boxcars, flat cars, gondolas, hoppers. Such an 
oceanic spraying of red paint has not been seen in the yards for two decades. 
‘More than 60,000 freight cars are scheduled to be refitted and another 65,000 
new cars put into service. About $100,000,000 is to be spent on rehabilitating 
rolling stock. By year’s end, the railroads expect to be in better physical 
shape than they have been for more than ten years. 

Meanwhile, the ship-repair yards are also enjoying a sudden spurt in busi- 
ness. Confident that business will go on as usual despite embargo, shipowners 
are sending their ships into drydock for out-of-schedule refitting, repainting 
and rescraping of bottoms. The added two or three knots this will afford 
should pay handsome dividends at high wartime rates. One early November 
day, there were 44 ships being refitted or waiting their turn in the New 
York yards of the Todd Shipyards Corp., biggest U. S. ship-repair company.

‘The process of woodcutting has not changed materially since it was 
perfected by Albrecht Diirer in 15th Century Germany. First step is to 
make a drawing on wood with soft pencil or India ink. Next step is to 
cut the picture into the block with sharp knives or gouges. Soft wood is 
best for woodcuts, and is usually prepared in blocks about an inch 
thick. Third step is to coat the block with printers’ ink, press a piece of 

= paper against the block and thereby transfer image to paper. To make 
colored woodcuts, the artist engraves a block for each color and one is 
surprinted on the other, 

In the Middle Ages, wood engraving ranked high as a graphic art. 
Before the invention of movable type and ste raving, it was the 
chief means of reproducing art in quantity. Later such famous artists 
as Holbein and Doré turned to black-and-white woodcuts as a dramatic

U. S. WATCHES JAPANESE 
POLICY IN THE PACIFIC 


by MAJOR GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 


hile the war in Europe is occupying the greater 
part of the attention of the American publi 
repercussions are spreading across the world. In the 
Far East our veteran consul general at Shanghai, 
Mr. Clarence E, Gauss, has just sailed for Manila 
for a three-comnered conference with Admiral Thom- 
as C, Hart, commander in chief of the Asiatic Fleet, 
and High Commissioner Francis B. Sayre of the 
Philippines. These three representatives of Uncle 
Sam in the Orient may well discuss, for example, the 
threat of a German attack on The Netherlands, 
which calls to mind the existence of the magnificent 
Dutch Colonial Empire in the East Indies. 
‘The menace to the Netherlands Indies comes not 
from Germany but from Japan. The Japanese desire, 


above all things, a free hand in the Far East—an 
impregnable strategic position unassailable by any 
com ion of western powers. They do not have 
such a position now because, being an insular empire 
and increasingly dependent upon their overseas 
trade, they are vulnerable to blockade. There are 
only two ways of attacking any country: 1) by as- 
sault, 2) by investment. Japan need not fear assault. 
Her armed forces and her distance from the other 
great powers make this impracticable, except as she 
might be attacked by air from the Russian bases on 
the Sea of Japan. She can, however, be blockaded 
by naval forces operating in the south Pacific and 
the south China Sea, and it is in this direction that 
her naval leaders have long looked with anxious 
eyes. It is for this reason that the construction by 
the British of a great naval base at Singapore was 
so profoundly disturbing to Japanese naval men. 
‘A glance at the maps on the following pages will 
show what tremendous advantages possession of the 
Netherlands Indies would give to Japan. These is- 
lands surround and command approaches to Singa- 
pore. In Japanese hands they would completely 
neutralize that great British base. They would pro- 
vide Japan with a direct approach to Australia. 
‘They cut off Hong Kong, French Indo-China and

It is well to remember that Japan has invariably 
sought the achievement of her ambitions in the Far 
East at a time when the Western powers were other- 
wise occupied. Her seizure of the Island of Hainan, 
followed by her occupation of Spratly Island, are 
indications that she is not forgetting to keep an eye 
to the south while she pursues her continental policy 
in China, A German invasion of The Netherlands 
might afford ample excuses for Japan to interfere 
in the Netherlands Indies to “maintain order,” or 
“protect her interests” or any other of the well-worn 
pretexts employed on such occasions.

2, 1876, of an old Roman family which had served the Popes for 
generations. His great-grandfather was Minister to Gregory XVI; 
his grandfather, Undersecretary of the Interior of the Papal States 
under Pius IX; and his father, dean of the College of Consistorial 
Advocates, an intimate of both Leo XUI'and Pius X. Growing up 
in this tradition, the young Eugenio’s interest centered on the Church 
atan carly age. Vatican affairs and gossip were almost the exclusive 


“Eugenio is always praying,” they said, “and reading 
instead of playing games."” When he was 10, he volunteered as an 
acolyte at the Chiesa Nuova and at 15, decided to study for the 
priesthood. 

The Pacelli name opened all doors to Eugenio. He went through 
the Royal Lyceum with honors and then to the Capranica College, 
reserved for the cream of the Church's recruits. The tall, slim, pale 
student, Eugenio Pacelli, was brilliant. When he was only 22, he 
had his doctorates of philosophy, theology and civil law and, 
after his ordination as priest, he became professor of law at the 
famous Pontifical Institute of Apollinare. The Catholic University 
of America, in Washington, D. C., offered him a chair, which he 
regretfully refused. 

At this time the young priest caught the eye of a man who was to 
be his teacher and friend for many years—Monsignor Pietro Gas- 
parri, later to become the famous Cardinal and Secretary of State. 
While Pope Leo XIII lived and Gasparri was a rising power in the 
Church, Pacelli advanced rapidly. Under Pope Pius X, when Gas- 
parri’s great rival, Cardinal Merry del Val, became the master of the 
Vatican, Gasparri and Pacelli were relegated to tedious labor in the 
Vatican Library. But Pacelli gained far more than advancement from 
the great Gaspari. The older man was a brilliant philosopher, a

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charming raconteur, a Papal diplomat of wide experience and he im- 
parted freely of his wisdom to the young priest 

The special ability which Eugenio Pacelli brought to che Papacy 
last summer is that of the superb diplomat. The experience giving 
him this ability began in 1914 when Pope Benedict XV made Cardi- 
nal Gasparri his Secretary of State, and Pacelli moved into the front 
line of Vatican diplomacy. It meant working far into the night to 
keep Gasparri and the Pope abreast of political problems in the War. 
Pacelli made good and in the summer of 1917, he was given his first 
great task. The papal nuncio in Munich had died and Gasparri 
decided to send his “young man" co the Bavarian court. He was to 
try, from this inconspicuous vantage point, to persuade Kaiser Wil- 
helm to accept a reasonable peace. Munich was amazed when the 
slim, bespectacled, ascetic 42-year-old scholar appeared in the mael- 
strom of Wartime diplomacy. No less was Kaiser Wilhelm surprised 
when the young papal legate first visited him at his General Head- 
quarters at Kreuznach to present the peace plan which the Pope had 
worked out with the Allies. His Imperial Majesty's surprise quickly 
turned to admiration, however, and he afterwards wrote in his 
memoirs: ‘'Pacelli is a distinguished, likable man of high intellect 
and excellent manners. The perfect pattern of an eminent prelate of 
the Catholic Church.” The peace plan fell through, but Pacelli grew 
in stature. 

For twelve years he remained in Germany, making friends from 
bootblacks to Ministers, sending back reports that were classics of 
accurate reporting. He accomplished the impossible by concluding, 
in the face of violent Lutheran and radical opposition, a Concordat 
with Prussia, In 1929 he was recalled to Rome and a grateful Pope 
made him Cardinal. 

Pius XI had come to the throne and the Church was having plenty 
of trouble right in Rome. Mussolini wished to take the youth of the 
nation away from the influence of the Vatican. That must be fought 
with every legitimate weapon and Pacelli, thought the Holy Father, 
was the man to do it. In February 1930, Gasparri, with tears of 
affection in his eyes, handed over the Secretariat of State to the man 
he had loved and taught since boyhood. 


The unsuspecting, swaggering Duce, already sure of his victory,

tornado by the name of Pacelli, a master of quick political strategy 
to whose skill even Mussolini had to bow. To get a Papal Encyclical 
—against Mussolini's suppression of the Catholic Action—past the 
Italian censorship into the world press without the Duce’s fore 
knowledge, Pacelli had it smuggled to Paris by two young Mon- 
signori (one of whom was Francis J. Spellman, now Archbishop of 
New York). Pacelli’s method was unheard of for the Vatican but it 
worked. The progressive Cardinal-Secretary, to escape censorship 
for all time, promptly persuaded Pope Pius to build a radio station. 
Most observers at the time failed to realize its significance. Musso- 
lini did. The Vatican could no longer be gagged. 

Of the many difficult problems with which Pacelli had to deal in 
the succeeding years, one of the knottiest was Father Coughlin. The 
far-flung network of the Vatican's Intelligence reported that the 
“radio priest” was seriously endangering Catholic prestige in the 
United States. Pacelli, characteristically, decided to see for himself. 
He took a boar, arrived in New York in October 1936 and began a 
triumphal tour such as few churchmen have ever had. With his 
unfailing tact and graciousness, he made friends wherever he went. 
New York fascinated him. Three times he left his automobile to 
inspect the Triborough Bridge. He marveled at Radio City. At 
the National Press Club in Washington, he thoroughly intrigued 
the newspapermen. Then in an 8,ooo-mile plane trip, he saw and 
consulted with 79 bishops in twelve of the 16 American Church 
provinces. And the day after President Roosevelt's re-election, he 
lunched and conferred with the President at Hyde Park. It was 
pathetic to sce che newspapermen afterwards trying to cross-examine 
a story out of perhaps the world’s shrewdest diplomat. Back in 
Rome, he reported his findings to the Pope. If Coughlin were left 
alone, he would hang himself with his own rope. Catholicism in 
the United States was strong enough to take care of its own problems 
without help. 

On Feb. 10, 1939, Pope Pius XI died. When, as custom demands, 
Pacelli had to tap the dead Pope twice on the forehead with a silver 
mallet, calling him three times by his first name—‘Achille! Achille! 
Achille!"—his voice trailed off and he almost broke down. It 
taughe the Vatican that the man, generally so controlled and unemo- 
tional, was very human indeed. Two weeks later the Princes of the 
Church elected Cardinal Pacelli to be the 262nd Pope. 


The Vatican adores its master. In the memory of even the oldest . 


functionaries, there has been no one so universally beloved and 
respected. The man who, with his thin, ascetic face, looks so cold 
and unapproachable from a distance, has a smile and a manner so 
compelling on closer contact that few can resist them. He is a hero 
even to his valet. Giovanni Stefanori has been with him for years, 
but every afternoon about 5 they go through a ceremony. "Gio 
vanni,"” says the Pope, “have you had your wine?" (Giovanni

Punctually at 9:30 the Pope goes down to the second floor, wher 
the official reception rooms are, to begin his audiences. Often thi 
shrewd-eyed, heavy-jowled Cardinal Maglione accompanies him 
The office of Secretary of State, first adviser to the Pope, has alway: 
been the most important in the Vatican hierarchy. But with Pops 
Pius his own arbiter of foreign policy, there is little left excep 
executive details for Maglione, a brilliant diplomat in his own righe 
todo. After Maglione come the others of the “‘cabinet" who havi 
business. And after that comes the unending stream of foreign diplo 
mats, and the bishops and other prelates who come from all over th 
globe to make their compulsory periodic calls on the Holy Father 
Pope Pius always makes it his business to know about their problem: 
in advance—a tremendous task in itself. 


He talks to visitors in eight languages 


Twice a week there are public audiences. These are of various 
grades, according to the prominence of the pilgrims. The Holy 
Father proceeds through a series of smaller rooms, where the clit 
of the Faithful are gathered in small groups, to the large Sald 
Clementina, There sometimes hundreds of pilgrims are crowded to} 
gether. After the general blessing and usually a short speech, th 
Pope insists, to the horror of the Swiss Guards and other attendants, 
on getting into the middle of the crush. He likes talking t 
strangers and, since he commands not only Italian but English 
French, German, Spanish, Hungarian and two Slavic languages a 
well, there are few that he cannot talk to in their own tongue. H 
recently even lost his Fisherman's Ring to a lady who clutched hig 
slim fingers too enthusiastically. She was almost arrested whil 
trying to return it. On several occasions ecstatic women, clutching 
and kissing the skirt of his white gown, have left red-lipstick mark 
all over it, In fact once an officer of the Noble Guard, spying 4 
blotch of red on the Holy Father's sleeve, thought that he had b 
attacked and called for reinforcements. But despite the entreaties o 
his guards, the Pope refuses to change his custom 
By 1:30, the audiences must be over. The Holy Father has hi 
lunch on the dot. The three Franciscan monks who serve him ar 
very strict about it. Always alone, as tradition requires, he cats : 
very simple meal and drinks a glass of watered wine, After lunch| 
he sleeps until 4, then drives the quarter-mile to the n garder 
for an hour's walk, generally taking a sheaf of documents to study 
on the way. 
He is always driven in his favorite car, a 1927 Graham-Pai 
which has a very comfortable thronelike single seat in the bac 
There are four other automobiles in the Papal Garage—an Isocta 
Fraschini, a Fiat, a Mercédés and a Citroén, all gifts of the manu 
facturers—but he prefers the American car. During his walk throug 
the gardens which look down over Rome from the highest point o| 
the Vatican City, he is always accompanied by an officer of th 
Noble Guard, a chamberlain and a servant.

All his instructions for papal legates, 
ind they are many, are taken directly to the radio station on the hill 
ychind the Vatican and flashed by short wave to nunciatures all over 
he world. The diplomat-Pope works very quickly. His private 
ecretary, Monsignor Rossignani, has been with him for years and 
inticipates every move. The Holy Father is an impatient executive 
ind, though he is seldom brusque with his people, who cannot 
nswer back, he keeps them all on their toes—an unusual state for 
he Vatican where life has long been unhurried and complacent. 
Pius XI had telephones installed in the Vatican by the Interna~ 
ional Tel. & Tel. His own instrument was of gold, engraved with 
he Papal Arms. But he rarcly used it. It made him nervous, he 
ever could understand, and he shouted unintelligibly into the 
nouthpiece, His successor uses it continuously and with effect, to 
he horror of many of the oldtimers who dislike its abrupr contact. 
The Pope's number is Citea del Vaticano 101, but it is never rung 
vithout the Pope's permission. 

One of the most annoying but necessary interruptions to his tight- 
sacked schedule has been the insistence of the Vatican officials on 
rictures and statues of His Holiness. He finally agreed to sit for 
anonica and Maag, the famous Italian and Swiss sculprors.
